because it was too ‘‘’Scholastic’’ for him) and that it is at least debated as 
to whether it has been or is today a required term of Lutheran Eucharistic 
belief, it is regrettable that Moloney’s discussion is superficial and based 
on presumptions not shared in the scholarly community. 

If one is searching for clear presentations of Aquinas and Trent on the 
Eucharist, chapters 9 and 10 are of value. If one is searching for either 
new wine in new wineskins, or new wine in old wineskins, this book is 
of little value. The fruit of the vine and the work of human hands de- 
serve better. Given the spate of other recent works, it has received better, 
more equitable and integral treatment elsewhere.
